Hodid 
not-think there was really any: occasion to 
omploy a European: nt the large salary of 
$1,200, and he thought a Chinaman would 
do the work quite as woll ata very much 
Jess amount. *-‘Then on paye 34 there was 
an amount of $15,900 fer dredging fors- 
shores. On this subject they hid had some 
discussion in- Finance Committée, and the 
Survoyor General had fully explained that 
this sum was made up by the employment 
of cargo boats.

when fully at work conld turn out from 4 to 
B-cargo -boats a day and that each boat coat 
88, thereby involving the expenditure of 
$16,000. annually simply for cargo boat 
hire. Mr McEwen thought if tha Govern- 
ment wonld build four lighters of their 
own and employ some of tho numerons 
i steam-lounches that ore eating their heads 
offin this harbour,.a-very lirge amount 
might be saved. “Hd therefore objected to 
the voting of those two amounts. 

Tho Surveyor General explained that the 
rogson why he provided for a.

behind him, and fired four revolver bullots. 
into his back: the poor Father then turned 
round, snd a desperate struggle evidently 
ensued, os-evidenced by the oppearance 
of the room. Ho appears to havo. closed 
with his murderers, and-to havo struggled 
with them through the dining room, and 
probably was not mortally wounded, until 
he succesded . in ‘reaching . the :verandsh, 
whence o flight of steps led down to 
the garden. Here he was -beset. and.

Hon. Mr Ryrie ssid Government was 
‘better treated than other members of the 
community,- and that he mast onquire 
into tho mattor. 

No resolution: was proposed on the point. 

Hon. Mr McEwen suggested that thomili- 
tury expenditure should be fixed in dollars.
